But in 
recent years, the term has taken a darkertwist as criminals exploit the ano- 
nymity of crowds, using social networks such as Twitter and Facebookto 
coordinate everything from robberies to fights to general chaos. As a result, 
the National Retail Federation issued a report last week recommending steps 
stores can take to ward off the robberies. There have even been legislative 
efforts to criminalize flash mobs. But flash mobsaren’tall bad: The morn- 
ing after devastating riots swept across London, hundreds gathered in Twit- 
ter-organized crews to sweep up broken glass, clean vandalized buildings and 
show the world that their city is about more than mindless destruction, (ap)

packed bags and fled in fear. “You 
work all your life, and in one night, 
they come and destroy it,” he said. 

“I have a wife, two children and 
a mother to support. Now I have no 
way to do it. They took my life, and 
I can’t replace it. We’ll be turned 
out on the street. I want to know 
why. Why?” 

But there were no easy answers. 
Triggered by the fatal police shoot- 
ing of a black resident of North 
London last week, that could not 
alone explain — almost all agreed 
— the multiracial rampage of burn- 
ing and looting across the sprawl- 
ing capital. 

Some saw a culprit in growing 
inequality, poor police relations 
with minorities and especially the 
Conservative-led government’s aus- 
terity drive that was robbing dis- 
enfranchised youths of educational 
subsidies and youth centers even as 
the economy teetered on the verge 
of recession. In London, a handful 
of people talked of a lack of respect 
for the young and the poor, raging 
against an increasingly affluent city 
that had left them behind. 

“This did not come from 


nowhere,” said Dian Abbott, a Labor 
Party lawmaker from Hackney. “You 
have kids wondering if their mum 
will have job. It’s not all about race. 
But it is about rich and poor.” 

Yet the vast majority of the aus- 
terity measures — which the gov- 
ernment would now face new chal- 
lenges in seeing through — have yet 
to come into effect, leading some to 
question whether they truly played 
a role. And just as many blamed a 
weak police response and a break- 
down of family values years in the 
making for giving rise to a class of 
directionless youth. 

Whatever the reason, the riots 
exposed a desperate youth culture 
buried inside society here, linked to 
one another as never before through 
BlackBerry messenger and social 
networking sites such as Twitter. 

In one BlackBerry message cir- 
culating around London on Mon- 
day, for instance, a rioter called 
others to arms in the famous shop- 
ping district of Oxford Circus: 
“Everyone run wild, all of Lon- 
don and others are invited! Pure 
terror and havoc & Free stuff.”

Police Escorts Lead to Shakeup 


Officer says defense 
of celebrity safety 
cost him command 

Washington 

A high-ranking D.C. police offi- 
cial who publicly sparred with 
Chief Cathy L. Lanier over celeb- 
rity escorts during a city council 
hearing in June has been relieved 
of command responsibilities, Lani- 
er said Tuesday. 

Lanier made the decision 
regarding then-Cmdr. Hilton Bur- 
ton, based on “a review of com- 
mand decisions, including several 
critical incidents, and a recom- 
mendation from [his] supervis- 


ing Assistant Chief,” she said in a 
press release. 

Assistant Chief Lamar D. 
Greene, who was Burton’s super- 
vising chief, did not immediately 
return a call seeking comment. 

Burton had been head of the 
department’s special operations 
division since May 2010. Officers 
from the division gave actor Charlie 
Sheen a controversial high-speed 
escort from Dulles International 
Airport to a performance at DAR 
Constitution Hall in April. 

During the four-hour council 
hearing in June, Burton and Lanier 
disagreed regarding police escorts. 
Burton said it had been common 
practice to escort celebrities for 
at least the past nine years and

he shared a list of 47 trips. That 
period would have included some 
of the time in which Lanier head- 


ed that division. 

Lanier said that while police 
have escorted dignitaries and some 
sports teams for public safety rea- 
sons, it was not policy to escort 
celebrities. During the hearing, she 
presented copies of some requests 
that had been rejected during her 
tenure and said it was clear pol- 
icy not to squire celebrities who 
were in town. 

Burton said in a Tuesday inter- 
view that he believed his demotion 
was retaliation for his appearance 
before the council. 

Lanier’s release did not spec- 
ify the incidents in question. She 
did not provide specifics about the 
demotion during a Tuesday press 
conference, (the Washington post)

I know he knows about the 
problems of bus bunching and the 
inaccuracies of NextBus. 


Q Will the Union Station con- 
solidated facility use the 
existing Level for buses, or lose 
parking spaces? As a frequent 
Amtrak rider, losing parking 
spaces at Union Station would 
be a real pain. 

The garage’s bus deck is going to 
be reconfigured to accommodate 
the intercity buses, without hurting 
the tour bus services you see there 
now. I totally agree it would be bad to 
reduce the car parking in the garage, 
and nothing I’ve heard about the 
bus project suggests that will hap- 
pen. Rather, I think this is going to 
make it easier for many people to 
make connections with the buses 
via Amtrak, Metrorail, Metrobus, 
DC Circulator, taxi and car. 


Q Why does Metro not use the 
working escalators proper- 
ly? In the morning, the Farragut 
North K Street escalators (all 
three working) are two up and 
one down. This makes sense as 
more people are exiting versus 
entering. But in the afternoon, 
it is still two up and one down. 
This makes no sense as more 
people are entering the station. 

I know, I shouldn’t complain, as 
we have three working escala- 
tors, but why doesn’t Metro use 
them in logical directions? 
Several reasons I can think of. One is 
that somebody made a mistake and 
forgot to change the direction. At 
some stations — I’m not sure about 
Farragut North — station managers 
are reluctant to switch the escalators 
because they correctly fear it will 
break the fragile machinery.

O’Brien said the adjustment to Edsall was 
made easier because the team was already com- 
posed of good character players who abided 
by rules under Ralph Friedgen, who was fired 
from his alma mater after last season. 

Edsall inherits a roster that returns sev- 
eral key players from the team that went 9-4 
in 2010 with a Military Bowl victory over 
East Carolina. But outside expectations have 
been lukewarm; ACC media members picked 
Maryland to finish fifth out of six teams in 
the Atlantic Division. 

Edsall said he pays no mind to preseason pre- 
dictions. He also said he is not interested in win- 
ning a “popularity contest” in pleasing Maryland 
fans as he attempts to build a new foundation 
for the university’s football program.

It’s Academic Under Edsall 

When he arrived at Maryland, Randy Edsall was “a little bit 
shocked" with where the program was from an academic standpoint. 

Maryland lost three scholarships because theteam under Ralph Fried- 
gen had a subparscore underthe NCAA’s Academic Progress Rate sys- 
tem, which measures a team’s ability to retain eligible players from semester to semester. Knowing 
the players needed to perform better in the classroom, Edsall had some sit out spring practice to spend 
extra time in study hall.

to send 100,000 American students 
to China over four years. 

Called the "100,000 Strong" ini- 
tiative, it "seeks to prepare the next 
generation of American experts 
on China who will be charged with 
managing the growing political, eco- 
nomic and cultural ties between the 
United States and China," according 
to a news release by the US State 
Department. 

Whenever "100,000 Strong" is 
discussed, officials from the State 
Department and schools often 
cite Obama's comments that far 
fewer Americans study in China 
than Chinese in the United States. 
These days, the numbers are 
about 20,000 versus more than 
127,000. 

"Many citizens of China have a 
strong knowledge of the English 
language and American culture, 
but in the US, there are many fewer 
citizens with a strong knowledge of 
the Chinese language, history and 
culture," Michael A. Johnson, the 
principal of Phelps High, told China 
Daily. 

China is important because it is "a 
major economic and cultural power 
in our world, and it is our belief that 
China is playing, and will continue to 
play, a major influential role in shap- 
ing the future path of our global 
community," Johnson said. 

"Our students must gain a better 
knowledge of Chinese language and 
culture so that there can be better 
opportunities for communication 
between our two countries and the 
people who live in these two great 
nations." 

'Intermingling cultures' 

Even with crowded class sched- 
ules, Phelps High requires students 
not only to take a world language, 
such as Spanish or Chinese, but 
also insists that they do so for three 
or four years, instead of the two 
years required by the local public 
school system. 

"We want the students to have to- 
tal concept and awareness of China, 
not just language, but culture,"

Johnson said. "In this sense we 
see our study of Chinese language 
and culture as part of our patriotic 
responsibility to help our nation to 
catch up with China in foreign lan- 
guage studies." 

He hopes to prepare his students 
for careers that require not only 
their skills as architects and engi- 
neers but also their dual language 
ability. 

Gaining knowledge about China 
and learning the language are 
not only about the numbers, but 
also "a national effort designed to 
increase dramatically the number, 
and diversify the composition, of 
American students studying in 
China," the US State Department 
release said. 

With the initiative, American 
schools and universities, especially 
those with more minority students, 
hope to extend their international 
reach and increase the students' 
global perspective.

Put a Cork In Them 



Wineries Lure families 
with activities for kids 
as parents go sipping 

Destinations 

You might think kids would be 
about as welcome at a winery as 
cork taint. But happily for those 
who didn’t lose their palates when 
they became parents, there are Cal- 
ifornia wineries that welcome all in 
the family. 

Want to tour a castle, picnic 
under the trees or take a quick dip 
in a pool? Those are some of the 
options available, part of a trend that 
has seen more wineries expanding 
the visiting experience to include 
much more than tasting. 

At Raymond Vineyards in St. 
Helena, owner Jean- Charles Bois- 
set has more than a passing inter- 
est in making a place for children. 
He’s a new father to twin girls with 
wife Gina Gallo. 

Raymond, which is in St. Helena, 
has a grove where you can start up a 
game of croquet or bocce and a fruit 
orchard to explore. The Theatre of 
Nature is under construction and will 
feature sheep, goats, chickens, a sen- 
sory garden and more, and is aimed 
at explaining the winery’s natural 
approach to wine-growing. 

There are ultimately plans to 
have a child room where children 
can do art or watch a movie for 45 
minutes while their parents taste 


Where to Go

soft flesh (tomatoes, cherries) till 
you get more advanced, because 
they have a tendency to pop or get 
mushy. And always use the fresh- 
est produce possible. “Never woody, 
soft or wrinkled,” Hood says. “You 
want everything very crisp.” 

Then, mix up your brine using 
four simple ingredients: water, vine- 
gar, salt and sugar. The water-to-vin- 
egar ratio is a personal preference, 
but Troutmiller recommends never 
going beyond a 50-50 mix. “Any 
more vinegar than that and it just 
gets too astringent,” she says. 

Cathy Barrow (Mrswheel- 
barrow.com), a local food writ- 
er who teaches pickling classes, 
advises vinegar experimentation. 
“Apple cider is very fruity; sher- 
ry is very heavy,” she says. Other 
options include white, rice, bal- 
samic and red wine vinegar. Just 
make sure the variety you choose 
has at least 5 percent acid (listed 
on labels), since it facilitates the 
pickling process. 

Almost anything from the spice 
rack is good for jazzing up your 
brine. However, use everything in 
moderation so that the more del- 
icate flavors aren’t sublimated by 
bolder spices, such as saffron and 
cloves. Hood prefers to use whole 
spices, such as star anise, cinna- 
mon and all spice. “They add an 
interesting flavor, and they look 
pretty in the jar,” she says. 

First-timers can buy pre-mixed 
pickling spices (available in the 
baking aisle from brands such as 
McCormick and Frontier). “Figure 
out which flavors in the mix you 
like,” Barrow says.

If pickling and canning sound too 
time-consuming, you can make a 
batch of quickies, or quick pickles. 
Local food blogger Cathy Barrow 
likes quick-pickling red onion to put 
on tacos, sandwiches and salads. 
"Or I eat them when I’m standing at 
the refrigerator trying to figure out 
what I’m going to make for dinner, ” 
she says. The fast method, also 
favored by Southern cooks such as 
the Lee Brothers, also works well 
with cucumbers and zucchini. 


Fact: 

Quick pickles can be 
made in an hour. 


To whip up Barrow’s onion quickies, 
thinly slice red onions into half- 
moons. Mix a half-water, half-vinegar 
brine flavored with salt, sugar and 
spices to taste. Bring the saline 
solution to a boil, pour it over the 
sliced vegetables, and then let them 
cool in the fridge. An hour later, you 
can bring them over to a friend’s 
barbecue party and pretend that you 
slaved over them all day. n. m.
